which, if not exhausted by pensions, would 
be exhausted in some other way, and would 
be of no advantage to the nation; not per- 
ceiving, that all the sources abovementioned 
are, in fact, sources of revenue as much as 
the Excise or the Custom duty is; and, that, 
whatever is subtracted from them for the 
purpose of paying pensions, must be added 
to the amount of the taxes. In returning 
to the list, the first two pensions we find 
granted to sisters of a Colonel. Widows 
and children of officers, killed in actual Sser- 
vice, are entitled to, and always ought to re-

I find my former conjecture fully verified ; 
fo wit; that the grants of this one ‘year by 
the Pitt and Melville faction ‘have surpassed, 
more than one half, the grants omade by the 
Addingtons: in shree years ahd upwards !
